POSTAL REVENUE LOSS. 


Po stal reven ue rates will be subject to revisio n by the n ex t 
co n gress, ti is n o w in dicated. 
When ever this matter is lie- 
fo re the public, atten tio n is called to the amo un t ex pen ded 
an n ually in carry in g go vern men t mail witho ut co st, but 
co n gress is blin ded to the facts. 
It is asserted that the co st o f deliverin g this mail is $7 ,000,- 
000 a y ear. The o bjectio n is n o t so much to the free use o f the 
sy stem fo r carry in g o n co rrespo n den ce n ecessary to all o f the 
departmen ts* but to the burden in g o f the mails with matter 
that go es direct fro m the mailer to the waste basket. 
Pro mo tio n bureaus o perated by departmen t press agen ts 
have sprun g up thro ugho ut the go vern men t o ffices. 
All are 
flo o din g the mails with their pro pagan da, an d so mebo dy has 
to pay fo r the tran spo rtatio n o f this mail. 
The co st o f pro ­ 
ducin g the matter in the first place n ecessarily is en o rmo us. 
Co n gressmen have the privilege o f sen din g to co n stituen ts 
witho ut po stage prin ted co pies o f addresses placed in the rec­ 
o rd, but n ever actually delivered in co n gress. Remarks “ex ­ 
ten ded in the reco rd“ is the title o f these addresses. 
The privileges are so in vo lved amo n g the members o f co n ­ 
gress an d the go vern men t departmen ts, that a deaf ear is 
turn ed to all o f the pro tests again st such free use o f the mails. 
If this matter were read, o r if half o f it were read, there 
might be so me reaso n fo r its distributio n , but it will be diffi­ 
cult to co n vin ce the public that this pro pagan da an d these 
prin ted speeches do an y thin g ex cept fill waste baskets o f busy 
peo ple. 
When Presiden t Co o lidge veto ed the bill in creasin g co m­ 
pen satio n o f po sto ffice emplo y es, it was because n o pro visio n 
had been made fo r reven ue to meet the in crease. 
Hurriedly 
a bill was prepared which had fo r its purpo se the raisin g o f 
mo re reven ue fro m carry in g o f the mails. 
There was great 
o bjectio n to the man n er in which the additio n al lax was 
levied, an d by man y who gave atten tio n to details o f the law 
it was co n sidered a ho dge po dge. 
Haste with which it was 
prepared pro bably was acco un table fo r such* deficien cies as it 
has. 
Because o f these o bjectio n s a co mmissio n was appo in ted, 
with Sen ato r Mo ses as its chairman , to give full co n sideratio n 
to a revised rate schedule durin g the co n gressio n al vacatio n . 
The first ex perien ce un der the n ew law in dicated that it 
wo uld n o t pro duce the reven ue an ticipated. 
It appears n o w 
that a better sho win g is bein g made, the Jun e reven ues ex ­ 
ceedin g tho se o f Jun e, 1021, by $0,000,000. 
It is a safe predictio n that the matter will be adjusted with­ 
o ut givin g co n sideratio n to elimin atio n o f the go vern men t’s 
waste in use o f the mails, which has been in eviden ce man y 
y ears.

Co al min ers an d o perato rs o f the an thracite fields havt 
bro ken o ff n ego tiatio n s. Un less the parley is resumed, n o th­ 
in g remain s ex cept fo r the callin g o ut o f the 155,000 wo rk­ 
ers upo n ex piratio n o f their wage agreemen t September 1. 
Presiden t Co o lidge has sho wn n o dispo sitio n to rush in to 
the co n tro versy . That he will take a han d in the even t that 
a serio us situatio n develo ps, n o o n e do ubts. 
There is tin ii 
en o ugh fo r that after the strike is called. 
Jo hn L. Lewis, head o f the min ers’ un io n , say s he wan ts n o 
arbitratio n . He was given a co mmittee o f represen tatives o f 
the o perato rs with which to carry o n n ego tiatio n s, but after 
so me day s he deman ded that Chairman Warrin er o f the an ­ 
thracite o perato rs’ o rgan izatio n an d certain o thers sho uld do 
the n ego tiatin g. He declin ed to deal further with the cho sen 
represen tatives, altho ugh Warrin er said they were clo thed 
with full po wer. 
Operato rs have asked fo r arbitratio n an d pro visio n that 
wo rk shall be co n tin ued while the arbiters are reachin g a de­ 
cisio n . * Mr. Lewis do es n o t wan t that. 
“ We really do n o t care to arbitrate,” said Lewis in his 
reply to Warrin er. “Than ks fo r y o ur o ffer. We kn o w that 
y o u thin k the medicin e wo uld be go o d fo r us, but fran kly , we 
have little faith in y o ur diagn o sis. It will be lo n g befo re we 
reco ver co mpletely fro m y o ur previo us arbitratio n treatmen t, 
an d, un til we do . we will mo destly declin e to accept y o ur pre­ 
scriptio n .” 
The arbitratio n re'erred to by Lewis is that co n ducted! 
thro ugh mediatio n o f Presiden t Wilso n , when the min ers ask-j 
ed an in crease o f 27 percen t an d were awarded 17 percen t! 
mo re in wages. 
: There is en o ugh co al o n han d to supply the regio n s in the 
n o rth that n eed to lay in their sto res befo re n avigatio n clo ses.' 
Co n sumptio n o f an thracite co al has been affected by the j 
strikes. 
Other mo re certain mean s o f o btain in g fuel* have 
\ 
been ado pted. Oil has been a great facto r. The bitumin o us 
in dustry has had its o pen an d clo sed seaso n s, but there are so 
man y n o n un io n bitumin o us min es in o peratio n that fuel is 
kept mo vin g to meet emergen cies. 
In gen eral the o pin io n is that n o n e n eed be frighten ed 
abo ut the fuel o utlo o k. There is go in g to be co al. Co n gress 
will co n ven e regularly in December, but in the even t o f a 
catastro phe it may be summo n ed so o n er by the presiden t. 
The min in g in terests o ught to be able to settle their o wn 
difficulties. 
If they can n o t do it, they kn o w they have a 
presiden t who settled a po lice strike.
